Madrid, Aug. 7.— Trouble of a sori- 
OQS natoro is being fomented in Spain, 
partiooUrly in the proTinoeof Valencia, 
Djr agmti of tlM OvbMi inrargenta. The 
miiiisttr of Um Interior, Senor Cos- 
CJayon, JMtevdaj. wplyinR to a (iu(>«- 
tion in the chamber of deputies, ad- 
mitted that a nmnber of riots liud oc- 
curred in Valencia, and when asked to 
«iplain tho catue the diitorbancM, 
isldthejtrere oawed by the flrlendi 
of the Cuban insnr^rents, who hoped 
thorrby to prtiveiit the departure of fur- 
ther reiuforcemaiits of troops for Cuba. 
Hitherto the i>opular demoustratioas 
have been attributed entirely to pro- 
teite againat the Impoaition of new 
tazea, a itepmade neoenmty by the 
financini strain the gOTernmeut has 
been subjected to throogh carrying on 
the campMfn agauMft the tamivwti of 

Cuba. 

But, while the government is only 
willing to admit that the riots have been 
instigated by the agents of the Cuban 
revoiutioiiigts, it is generally admitted 
that the roots of the trouble are mucli 
deeper, and that it is beiuR nourished 
by the natural feeling of alarm and dis- 
may at the appa.^t utter inability of 
the governmwat to cope witli the situa- 
tion in Cuba. Tliat the hir^e Spaiiisli 
army ia Cuba must b<< still furtlier and 
heavily reinforced is looked upon here 
as being a confession of weakness upon 
the part of tixe administration and as an 
admission of the growing atrength of 
tiie Cabana. 

In addition, many lettera have been 
received in different parts of Spain by 
the relatives of Bsanish soldiers serving 
with the aniy In Onba, and they tell 
raeh terrilne idea of ilokness, privation, 
inoompetenoy and mismanagement, to 
say nothing of lack of pay, that a dsn- 
MTOQS feeung against the government 
baa arisen ana if gaining strength day 
by day. Under the droianstanoee the 

ffllts of the Onbans do not have mooh 
culty in carrying oat their pbtn of 
oaasiug popular outbreaks. The stead- 
ily fan the flames of discontent by 

E Dinting to the apparently unnecessary 
ardships which the Spanish troope in 
Cuba are compelled to endure. 

Th*- republlcanBt also* are taking ad- 
vantage of the sttaatlom to push their 
propaganda and the combined nmvH- 
ments are making more headway with 
the masses than the government will 
admit, although it is already betraying 
symptoms of alarm and has sent strin- 
gent instructions to the prefects to 
promptly iiud t lTt ( t ually suppn-ss rtt ia- 
onstrution^ wliu h may occur in tln'ir 
districts and to liavc no lii'sitatitm in 
calling upon tin' militia for sHpjxiit. A 
number of ( (inHictf: betwi'cii the rioters 
and the police and Sdldiers have already 
occurreti, shots liave been exchaiiKcd, 
several ^icrsons have been wounded on 
both sideti and a large nomber of arreits 
have been made. 

This, the revolutionists hope, will 
serve to call attention to their cause 
and enlist in their behalf the symi)atiiy 
of tlie people. The roads in Valencia 
are being patrolled by gendarmes, 
troops are pursuing armed bands of rev- 
olutionists in the mountainous distriets 
of the sanii' province and further trou- 
ble is apprehended. 

Madrid, u{i to the [jn^sent, has been 
([uiet, but signs are not wanting that 
the spirit of discontent is abroad and 
that the efl'orts of the government to 
gain sujjjxu't by trying to throw the 
blame for everj'thing upon the United 
States, the chief bugaboo of Spanish 
politicians, will not much longer avail. 

In a factory near the city of Valencia 
the anthorities have discovered a quan- 
tity of arms and ammauition and sim- 
ilar stores are believed to be in existence 
in different parts of the province. The 
arms referred to are known to have been 
smuggled into Spain quite recently and 
are of foreign manufacture, showing 
their shipment to be part of the plan oi 
campaign being oondnoted by toe On- 
bans in Spain. 

The Spanish officials, as usual, are 
blaming the United States for the trou- 
blea in this country, basing the asser- 
tions made on the fact that among the 
leaders of the recent riota was Dr. Ber- 
nado Toledo, said to be an American 
citisen, who brother is in oommand of a 
fteoe of Caban insorgenta. It is claimed 
that money, erms and ammunition were 
•erved out to (he rlotem from the house 
which he ooounlad, and a learoh of the 
building ii saia to have resulted in the 
discovery of a number of letters ftrom 
^e United States, Onba and Argentine 
Repablic, showing that the onibreaks 
here have been piaaned by the leaders 
of the Ouban Insurgents and that the 
movement Is widespread and capable of 
assaming most serious proportions. 

Anotmr feature of the ntuation heie 
Is the effort being made in certain quar- 
ters to arouse the masses against the 
I^testants, all Americans being olasssd 
as Pi'otcstauts, and to them, as already 
stated, being attribnted Spain's reveries 
in Ooba and the growing insurrection 
here: The Cuban agents, however, 
are doing everything possible to cduii- 
teract this movement, and are urging 
the people to place the blame for 
the excessive taxation, the military 
blundering and the political bluster 
where it really belongs— upon the 
shoulders of the Spanish govtirnment— 
and not to be misled by snoh foolish in-

CHURC H AND LABOR. 
Oompcn Tells Why Moro WerklDKmea Do 

Mot Attvixl Worglil|>. 

IVDIANAPOUP, Aug. 7.— The .nnswor 
ol President Samnel (Jompeis of tlie 
American Federation of Labor to quos- 
tloiui p«l by Rev. H. Francis Perry, 
pastor of the Hyde Park (Mass. ) Baptist 
church, haTe been made public. 

Pastor Perry propounded two qnea* 
tious to President Gtompers: 

1. What reasons would be given by 
yotir associates who do not attend charch 
for their absence from church ? 

2. What remedies would yon propose 
to bring your associates Into closer touch 
withtm diurchf 

Rrealdent Gtompers responds, with 
reference to the first proposition, that 
the reaaon of nonattendance of work- 
Ingmen, as a class, is that the spirit 
now dominating the churches Is no 
longer In touch with their hopes or as- 
pirations; that the churches have no 
pympathy with the real causes of the 
misery or severe burdens which the 
workers have to bear; that if the min- 
isters have such knowledge, they lack 
the courage to proclaim the sittiation; 
that orgunication of trades unions has 
"been generally frowned down with 
contempt, treated indifferently or open- 
ly antagoitixed by the ministers and the 
apparently stanch supporters of the 
church. The church and the laborers 
have drifted apart because the latter 
have always bad their attention di- 
rected to the sweet 'by and by' to the 
utter neglect of the conditions arising 
from the bitter 'now and now.' " 

President Gompers further says that 
the laborers look upon the church us the 
ApologUt and l)<>rcii(Ier 

of the wrongs committed against the 
interests of the people, because the per- 
petrators are rich supporters of the 

church. 

Ckmceming the second proposition, 
llr. Oompers says that he realizes that 
there are honorable exceptions in the 
ministiy, and ho believes that a com- 
plete reversal of the present attitude 
vronld, perhaps, be most likely pro- 
dnotive of results desired by Christian 
workers. To this he odds: 

"He who fails to sympathize with the 
movements of labor, he who oompla- 
oently or Indifferently contemplates the 
•wfm reraltiof present eoonomio and 
social oondltlona. u not only the oppo- 
nent of the best Interests of the human 
family, but Is partloepa criminis to all 
wrongs inflicted upon the men and 
women of our time, the children of to- 
day, the manhood and womanhood of 
the future."

But with th« east and 
south divided and the (jther states solid 
it is believed there will be a call for 
convention early in September. The 
only places talked of for the convi'iition 
are Chicago, Detroit, Louisville and In- 
dianapolis with the latter so far haviiiu' 
things its own way. The attitude ot 
the Detroit Free Press an t <.f the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal are being used as 
eifective arguments In favor of their 

respective cities. 

Chicago would no doubt bo the fa- 
vorite, but for the argument tliat the 
gold men do not want their platform 
called the gf)ld platform or the bolters 
platform. They want one called flv 
Chicago platform and the other the In 
dianapolis platform, or after whatever 
city that is selected for the convention, 
the same as the two Democratic plat- 
form.-i in ISUU were designated by the 
cities of the two respective conventions. 

Edward Urosse. secretary of the Ger- 
man Democratic sound money league of 
New York, is here to attend the meet- 
ing today. Mr. Grosse is not a mem- 
ber of the committee, but will do what 
he can In the Interest of a gold stand- 
ard. He said that a large mAjoritv of 
the Germans favored a gold standard. 
He would not speak ofllcially for the 
league as that organization had not yet 
declared Its position but It would do so 
after all the tickets were named.

The Dawes commission, which 
has been appealed to by the deposed 
negroes, claims it has no right to inter 
fere with the decision of the Indiai 
court.

Fraxkpoiit, Ky., Angatt S.— A conten- 
tion has just now arisen between the .\n- 
ditor and the bunks of the State, the re- 
sult of which probably means much liti- 
gation, lej-'islation, and, if the Auditor; 
wins, the recovery of hundreds of thous- ; 
ands of tlollara by the State in back taxes, i 
The Auditor does not want to talk about j 
the matter, and the fall details of the 
new contention are not immediately 
forthcoming. However, the main point 
made by the Anditor to the banka ia tbat i 
they have not been paying tnxM on 
enough of their surplus. 

The Hewitt law require! banks to pay 
a seventy-five cents' tax on their < apital 
stock and forty-two and a half cents on 
their surplus. The law further provides 
that in paying taxes on their surplus the 
banks can deduct from this surplus what- 
ever portion of it(the surplus fund) is in- 
vested in Government bonds. It is said 
that the Auditor has found frequent in- 
stances which can be illustrated as fol- 
lows : A bank is organized with $100,000 
capital. It, to meet the requirements of 
the national liaiikiii^' law, invests this 
$100,000 capital stock in Government 
bonds, and goea into the banking busi- 
ness. iSoon it earns fl'((i,0(1() snrphn, but 
declines to pay forty-two and a half cents 
on more than$SO,000 of thia tlSOJOOO anr- 
plus, claiming the right to deduct from 
it the SlOO.tXK) worth of (ioveinment 
bonds in its ])ossession. The Auditor 
claims, it is said, that in such an instance 
the bank should pay forty-two and a half 
cents on the whole $1.")(),000, because none 
of it, but the capital atock, waa inveated 
in the $100,000 bonda it holds, and the 
law provides fordodocting only the worth 
of the bonds obtained by investing the 
surplus fnnd itself In such bonds. 

There are other points in the conten- 
tion, which can not be gotten at because 
of the reticence of all concerned.
